Gen. Sherman went to New York in 1888 
and there professed to find the Southern sen- 
timent in St. Louis foo strong fot him and 
rarely had anything good to say of this city. 

His son-in-law, Tom Fitch, and his. family 
lived with the General while he was here, and 
they entertained agood deal. Fitch failed in 
business while the General lived here and left 
St. Louis greatly in debt. 

The General’s irascible disposition got him 
into more than one difficulty while he lived 
here. At one time a teacher in a public school, 
who did not know Gen. Sherman’s rabid 
hatred of the system, wrote him a 
request for a contribution for some object 
connected with the schools. The General re- 
plied with a characteristic letter attacking the 
public schools in sharp language, and the pub- 
lication of the letter caused him to lose the 
regard of many who had been his friends, 
The General never softened his words by any 
kind of explanation. 

Mrs. Sherman is buried here in Calvary 
Cemetery, where the family has a lot, and it is 
probable that the General’s remains will be 
brought here and buried in the same vault. 

The editor of the Globe-Democrat, Joseph B. 
McCullagh, was a war correspondent. For 
some reason he did not retire from the war an 
enthusiastic Sherman admirer. What that 
reason was was never known, but when Gen. 
Sherman came to St. Louis McCullagh de- 
voted much of his space to making the Gen- 
eral unhappy. 


WILLIAM TECUMSEH SHERMAN’S LIFE, 


A Sketch of the Career of One of the Na- 
tion’s Great Men. 

William Tecumseh Sherman will be known 
when current history becomes ancient as one of 
the great Generals of the world, and perhaps the 
greatest of American warriors. He was brilliant 
but careful; courageous but never foothardy or 
wasteful of the lives of his men. His most reck-

simple feats of warfare. Sherman was the first 
General, ancient or modern, to leave his base of 
supplies. Before he left Atlanta, from the 
Grecian Alexander down to Grant, all leaders 
had closely adhered in theory and practice to the 
proposition that an aggressive campaign could 
not be conducted without the establishment of a 
base of supplies and an avenue of communication 
therewith. Sherman and his men rode out of At- 
lanta leaving their stores behind them. A mov- 


ing army needs no base of supplies; let tha coun-

A new and practical idea was added to military 
methods. 

In minor affairs of life Gen. Sherman has been 
criticised as permitting his moods to mold or give

His plans were not hastily 
constructed, but were the productions of close 
personal study. He did not disdain counsel, but 
accepted and assimilated suggestion 
Once formulated he adhered closely to the lines 
of the courseof action he had marked out. Much 
of his success is due to this fact. He had another 
characteristic, distinctive always of a good soldier, 
but pronounced in Sherman, He closely followed 
orders. When in a subordinate position he car-

same quality when he was in command made him 
insist upon obedience from his junior officers. 

No general officer of the Northern army, except, 
possibly, the lamented Thomas, possessed the 
love of his men so thoroughly as Sherman. 
„Uncle Billy's“ soldiers almost deified him. They 
were ready at any time to march to the front of 
death at his command, and yet the percentage of 
killed was smaller and the number of victories 
greater under Sherman than in the commands of 
his contemporaries.

Mr. Anderson opened the meeting by bnefly 
but lucidly explaining the bill and its effects. 
After the passage of this act, he said, the value 
of this dollar might be called either 412% 
grains of silver or 258.10 of standard gold. 
The immediate effect of the bill would be to 
constitute Washington a vast magnet which 
would attract and fix the direction of every 
dollar of silver in the world and would repel 
all of its gold. 

The moment that act went into effect the 
silver coin certificate would be worth so much 
less than the 258.10 gold certificate as the bull- 
ion contained in the 4124¢ grain dollar 
worth less than the latter.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION IN KANSAS. 


The House Committee’s Radical Measure

HOW “FREE” COINAGE WOULD WORK. 

Several correspondents have asked Tue 
Trreunz to describe the results of passing a 
law for the unlimited coinage of silver by the 
United States. It may be difficult to state 
the exact order in which events would occur, 
but there can be little doubt as to the conse- 
quences themselves. The advocates of the 
tree coinage want silver to be minted at 
the alleged value of FI. 20 per ounce. The 
London value yesterday, as expressed in 
money of the United States, was only $1.01%. 
On that basis nearly 70,000,000 silver dollars 
would be coined out of the 54,000,000 ounces 
now authorized to be coined each year, while 
the actual value of the 54,000,000 ounces on 
the London market is but about $55,000,000. 

That fletitione excess of $15,000,000 in the 
value of the silver coined passes a so much 
money because of its bemg tacked on to cer- 


there is a sufficient amount of gold available 
for the payment of all demands made on the 
Government for that metal its official stamp 
elevates the silver dollar to an equal dignity, 
and this is rendered possible by a limitation 
of the quantity of silver that can be so certi- 
fied to, while the owner of the metal is obliged 
to sell it to the Government at its current gold 
value as bullion.

UNRESTRICTED RECIPROCITY A A BENEFIT 
TO ENGLAND. 

Sir John Macdonald in his address to the 
Dominion electors has changed the issue from 
that upon which Parliament was dissolved— 
namely: because the Government wanted to 
test public opinion upon an offer of reciprocity 
in natural products made to, the United 
| States. He ignores this issue entirely, exploits 
Tory loyalty to Great Britain, and seeks to 
array the sentiment of allegiance against the 
Liberals. by declarations that unrestricted 
reciprocity will be a discrimination against 
the mother country and eventually lead to an- 
nexation of the Dominion to the United 
States. His Ministers in their speeches, it is 
needless to say, only reécho the sentiments 
of Sir John. 

Sir Richard Cartwright in his speech to the 
electors at Ottawa touched upon 4 point 
which should have great weight with the Do- 
minion voters. In answer to a question as to 
whether the Liberals favored discrimination 
against Great Britain by admitting American 
manufactures free and taxing the manu- 
factures of Great Britain, he said, “‘ Certainly 


the interest of Great Britain that Canada 
should place itself in a position to pay interest 


here than that its interest as a trader should 
be considered. It should be evident to any 
one that the manufacturers of Great Britain 
cannot be hurt in any event by unrestricted 
reciprocity between the United States and 
Canada. There would be no diminution of 
Canadian purchases of English goods. On 
the other hand, English trade would be helped 
by it, as it would increase the purchasing 
power of Canada by giving it more money. 
There is no sentimental feeling on the part of 
the English manufacturer as to the trade be 
tween Canada and England. His only inter- 
est is that he shall not sell any 
less than he does now, and more if possible. 
The English manufacturers who deal with 
Canada are few in number, for it seeks by 
its tariff to make all it can at home. Their 
interests therefore are small. 
There is a large class in England, however, 
which is vitally interested in this reciprocity 
question. It is made up of wealthy investors, 
estates, spinsters, widows, and children who 
have money invested in Canadian securities. 
It is of great importance to them to get their 
interest regularly and to feel confidence that 
the principal will be forthcoming when it is 
due. The Dominion debt, all told, amounts 
to about $300,000,000. Then there is suf- 
ficient English capital invested by the class 
we have mentioned in banks and insurance 
companies, in aid to Canadian railroads, and 
loaned on farm mortgages to bring the Canadian 
obhgations up to about $800,000,000, as Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright states. The men who own these 
investments are personally and profoundly in- 
terested in the prosperity of Canada, and much 
more so than Sir John Macdonald, whose 
thrifty, Scotch disposition has induced him to 
invest his surplus wealth, as the Ottawa Free 
Press says, in Texas ranches, Maine rail- 
ways, Colorado farm lands, California planta- 
tions, Virginia mines, and Florida orange 
groves, while the reformers'whom he abuses 
have been industriously working for the de- 
velopment of Canada’s resources. Anything 
which will tend to the prosperity of Can- 
ada must be pleasing and satisfactory to 
these English investors in the nature of 
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McKinley.”

It follows that 
the gold must cease to circulate by the side of 
the silver, just as it took flight away above 
our paper currency during the war and 
kept aloof from it for many years 
afterward, “If the silver coinage were 
limited to the production of mines in 
the United States, as is proposed by 
some, the gold would disappear, partly into 
hoards in this country and partly by gomg to 
Europe in payment for securities which the 
foreigners would refuse to hold longer, and 
the drop to the bullion value of the silver dol- 
lar might be less rapid than if our mints were 
thrown open on the artificial basis to all the 
surplus silver of the world. But it stands to 
reason that nobody would be such a foal as to 
pay.out gold, or paper calling for its face 
value in gold, when he could make payment 
in an equal number of the depreciated silver 
dollars. The production of silver in this coun- 
try would be stimulated to an unwonted ex- 
tent, and the abundance of supply force 
down its purchasing power, just as in the case 
of grain produced by the farmer. The specu- 
lative owners of the stocks of silver now on 
hand would reapa rich harvest fora short 
time and debtors would be enabled to swindle 
ene creditors.

population. 

Apart from this serious objection to it the 
old stereotyped proposition can easily be 
shown to be impracticable and the arguments 
intended to support it fallacious. The only 
way in which the labor of convicts could be 
made effective in breaking stone for roads 
would be in handlmg and feeding the stone to 
crushing mills. One set of mills of, say, 100. 
horse power each, consuming a few tons of 
cheap coal per day, will crush more limestone 
rock into proper sizes than all the convicts 
in the penitentiary could do with hand ham- 
mers, which are presumably the instruments 
Detweiler would like them to use, as he is in 
favor of having the labor of convicts produce 
as little as possible, lest it come into competi- 
tion with the work of the honest toiler. 

But breaking the stone at Joliet is only a 
very small item in the expense of macadamiz- 
ing country roads, The line must be tile- 
drained in order to make a dry roadbed for 
wet weather, which is a costly thing to do, 
though the tiles should be shaped and burnt 
at the penitentiary in competition with honest 
labor elsewhere. The road must be turnpiked 
and ditched, culverts built, and lateral drains 
constructed for carrying off the surplus water, 
or the stone will sink down deep into the mud, 
Then the broken stone must be conveyed from 
the quarries at Joliet to the nearest railroad 
station, perhaps under protest from railroad 
employés, who have just as good a right to 
take umbrage at being compelled to see part of 
their work done by men in stripes as the shoe- 
makers have to insist that no shoes shall be 
made by convicts. Then the material must be 
hauled by wagon from the depot to that part of 


the new road needing the stone, and after that 


spread by the convicts. Taking account of 
the cost of engineering, etc., the expense of 
breaking the stone would be hardly one-tenth, 
perhaps not more than 6 per cent, of the entire 
outlay. For the rest, the cost of guarding 
alone would be at least equal to the amount 
earned by the convict, and in addition to all 
that the system proposed would involve ar- 
rangements for housing and feeding both the 
guards and the guarded while away from the 
penitentiary, and transportation of both to 
and from the shifting places of employment. 
The expense of the whole thing would be so 
great as to make it far cheaper to keep the 
convicts idle in their cells the entire time, and 
leave the work to be done by honest labor.“
